A DANGEROUS PRECEDENT 


A good deal of adverse comment has 
arisen in Ontario over the fact that a 
bootlegger who was serving a jail term 
was allowed out to attend the funeral 
of Mrs. Rocco Perri, wife of the self- 
styled “king of the bootleggers”. Sev- 
eral newspapers call attention to the 
fact that a boy serving a term for chic- 
ken stealing was refused permission to 
leave prison long enough to visit his 
dying father. 

According to the Toronto Globe, the 
authorities at Ottawa turned a deaf ear 
to all requests for the release of the boy 
prisoner. “The law is adamant” ran the 
determined explanation at Ottawa. 

The Stratford Herald-Beacon and 
the Hamilton Herald both severely take 
to task the authorities for what has 
happened. Not long ago the Kingston 
Whig-Standard devoted a lot of space 
to what was described as the unwarrant- 
ed release, by the Ferguson government, 
of a Kingston man sentenced for drunk- 
en driving. 

At this distance we can only judge 
the facts as they are disclosed in the 
newspaper dispatches. But it does seem 
that to release a convicted bootlegger to 
attend the funeral of one of the queens 
of the underworld is creating a very 
dangerous precedent. 


STOP THAT NOISE! 

According to the scientists the noise 
of this work-a-day world is responsible 
for most of the nervous disorders which 
afflict humanity. In many cities cam- 
paigns for the elimination of noise have 
been started. 

Perhaps we are getting old, or per- 
haps we are merely suffering from irri- 
tation due to the heat of the dog days, 
but we cannot help thinking that some- 
times there is far too much of a hulla- 
baloo created by the fire department, 
especially in the night watches. 

Of course it is quite clear that fires 
must be dealt with promptly and that 
the “musical” wail of the sirens does 
much to clear the right-of-way for the 
intrepid fire-fighters, but it is very an- 
noying to be awakened at 2 a.m. by the 
terrific racket of a couple of engines 
proceeding on their way. 

In the wee sma’ hours the sirens 
seem to operate with startling intensity, 
whereas at that time of the night, or 
morning, the racket of the engines 
themselves is more than sufficient. 

Anyone who has had the misfortune 
to be so awakened is well aware that 
there is ttle perceptible difference be- 
tween a fire-wagon in motion and a 
combined earthquake and thunderstorm. 

Going to fires, it seems to us, should 
be conducted in an orderly manner. 
Firemen have plenty of practice in the 
art, and the proceeding might he decor- 
ously accomplished, instead of being, as 
it is, a sort of imitation of a third grade 
artillery battle, with extra sound ef- 

ects. 


STARTING THE NEW POLICY 


The first step toward the application 
of the protectionist tariff policy, upon 
which the Bennett Government attain- 
ed power, is the invoking of the “dump- 
ing” law to bar the importation of 
United States fruit and vegetables 

Ten classes of fruits and vegetables 
have been selected, upon which fixed ar- 
bitrary prices are placed for the ealeu- 
lation of customs dyties. In each case 
the result is an increase in the duty, 
amounting to from fifty to one hundred 
per cent 

Wholesalers promptly announce that 
they cannot absorb this increased taxa- 
tion, and that it will be passed along 
to the consumer. The people of the 
prairie provinces, who have to import 
their fruit and tender vegetables, are 
thus elected to sustain the first shock 
of the new policy. 

What this will mean in dollars and 
cents—and in doing without these 
classes of eatables—to the residents of 
western cities and to the farm families 
who are reaping a short crop of wheat 
at depressed prices, will depend upon 

whether the Canadian producers of these 
fruits and vegetables really wanted pro- 
tection against unfair foreign competi- 
tion or were seeking a chance to plun- 
der the home consumer.

not take advantage of the opportunity 
thus given them to boost prices to a 
prohibitive level, and if the Government 
are wise they will see that that does not 
happen. In the existing conditions, a 
sharp increase in fruit prices would in- 
volve something a good deal more Seri- 
ous than the aggravation which natur- 
ally follows such an occurrence. With 
No. 1 Northern wheat worth 66 cents a 
bushel at Edmonton, dearer fruit would 
— a fruitless winter for prairie fa- 
milies.

work during the day?

nights. Instead 
of worrying 
aout not sleep- 
ing, he sets to 
work upon some 
of his unsolved 
problems, and 
Often got his bset ideas then. 

It doesn’t work if you get too 
tired; if you approach exhaustion, 
you just lie limp and inert in a sort 
of waking stupor. Eventually, you 
Sleep the sleep of exhaustion. That 
is brain-fag. 

The fact is, the mind works by 
shorter and longer rhythms. If the 


period is too long for your best ef,-. 


forts, a rest of fifteen minutes will 
do wonders to restore your energies.

But since we need sleep—eight 
hours of it for most of us—we have 
to adjust all other rythms to this 
major rythm of waking and sleep- 
ing. 

What happens to the writer or 
the architect and many another 
brainworker is that his brain is too 
active when going to bed to get the 
long sleep. He sleeps one, two, or 
three hours, wakes up, ang on the 
strength of that recuperation finds 
himself with a clear penetrating 
head, such as he might not attain 
by any amount of effort when he 
goes after his job in daytime. 

But it doesn’t last long. The 
shorter rhythm interferes with the 
longer one. He probably does his 
best all-day work after a good all- 
night rest. However most of us are 
thankful for moments of greater in 
sight, on any terms that nature 
offers. It wouldn't be a good policy 
to wake yourself up in the hope on 
an inspiration. This fatigue cycle is 
a complicated matter; our patterns 
of work and rest vary. You must 
find out how to set and regulate 
your mental] time-clock. Yet it’s well 
not to be too regular. Keep your 
Schedule flexible enough to take ad- 
vantage of moments of inspiration.

from any country outside the British 
Empire in the same category, This 
will mean that tomatoes imported 
from both Mexico and the United 
States will be subjected to a 10-cent 
per pound valuation for duty purposes 
In the same way, onions from any 
country outside the British 
shall be valued at four cents 
pound for duty purposes. 

The dumping duty valuations went 
into effect today at all custom ports.

In 1920, Lethbridge came to the 
front and Mr. A. J. Blackburn and 
Ritchie Patterson held the two lead- 
ing offices respectively and both these 
gentlemen played an important part 
/in the progress of the game as well 
|as the Association, Since that time 
Calgary and Edmonton have held the 
two important positions In 1921 
| Colonel Perkes, V.C., held the gavel 
of authority whilst Art Wakelyn was 
| the custodian of the books and in the 
| following year the Colonel was suc- 
| ceeded by Bob Stephens as president 
while Art carried on the good work 
as secretary 
| Knows His Stuff 

In 1923, the formation of a Western 
| Association was discussed and the 
other provinces were written to, but 
| the effort was allowed to drop with- 
|out any results. At the same session 
Sunday football was authorised on 
}loca] autonomy. Another change was 
| made to the effect that the office of
